issue, under certain circumstances, a certain commercial driver'slicense or a
commercial driver'singtructional permit to an individual under a certain age;
repealing the authority of the Administration to issue certain regulations; and
generally relating to the issuance of commercia drivers licenses and
commercial drivers instructional permits.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
